WHEREAS the privately owned 
life insurance companies control a 
disproportionate amount of the 
national wealth, and 

WHEREAS Ihcsc companies must, 
of necessity, maintain an invest- 
ment policy designed for private 
gain rather than public advantage, 
and 

WHEREAS life insurance rates 
arc unreasonably high, and 

WHEREAS the policies issued do 
not provide satisfactory ■ protection 
for the policy-holders; 
this house enact legislation to:— 

(1) Socialize the life insurance 
function o' all federally chartered 
life insurance companies.

Western U. Finances 
In Precarious Shape 



London, Ont.— (CUP— Lack of 
sufficient support for the Univer 
sity of Western Ontario from the 
provincial government coupled 
with expansion of services in re- 
cent years has placed the Univer- 
sity in a precarious financial posi- 
tion, Dr. G. E. Hall, President of 
this university, declared in an ad- 
dress here. 

Addressing a group of M.L.A.'s 
from Western Ontario, Dr. Hall said 
that unless government grants were 
increased, student fees, which "have 
already reached a danger point," 
would have to be raised. 

The university president ques- 
tioned whether young men and 
women were getting a square deal 
in education development under 
present conditions. 

The present government grant»of 
$350,000 was not in line with the 
university's development, he said. 
The -figure should be boosted, to 
"at least $500,000." . ' 

Promises of aid were given to 
the univcrsity by the M.L.A.'s who 
urged that a brief be prepared by 
the school for presentation to the 
government. 

Figures were shown pointing out 
that the university's position is 
worse In relation to provincial 
grants than it was in 1925. Grant 
at that time was $300.000. Enrol- 
ment then was 690 students, and 
expenses were lower. 

Although the grant since then 
has been increased only $50,000, 



the number of students enrolled In 
all colleges has risen to 4,608. 

Also, salaries paid lop-notch men 
at Western were "shameful," Dr. 
Hall said. "We can't continue to 
hold top-notch men ' at such 
salaries." 

Greater financial aid is needed 
both for maintenance and for cap- 
ital expenditures on new buildings. 

The visiting M.L.A.'s were in- 
formed that the university's special 
needs included residences for men 
and women, an addition to the lib- 
rary stacks, the administrative 
building, museum, a school of 
fine arts. These are all parts of the 
master plan'. 

It was impressed on the visitors 
that Western had not asked the 
government to do everything for it 
but has Itself made strenuous 
efforts to meet financial demands. 

For example, the building fund 
campaign has almost achieved Jts 
objective of $2,500,000 without gov- 
ernment aid. This campaign has 
already made it possible to build 
additions to the Science building, 
enlarge the Collip laboratory, and 
undertake a large portion of the 
cost of Thames Hall. 

Most Canadian universities are 
provincially or institutionally con- 
trolled. Only McGill, Queens and 
Western could be described as large 
"private universities t among the 
approximately 22 universities and 
colleges of the Dominion," Dr. Hall 
said.

On his re- 
lease from imprisonment he was 
received a*. Buckingham Palace by 
the King and Queen of England. On 
his return to Israel he again took 
up farming for a short period of 
lime, before being called upon by 
Prime. Minister Bcn-Gurion to cm- 
bark on a speaking tour of Am- 
erica for the United Israel Appeal.

CO-OPERATIVE BOOKSTORE 



Wesley Bryant's proposal to the S.I5.C. that 
a ro-opct-Hlivc honk stoic l>c established at Mr- 
Gill wa.« certainly lone overdue. For ninny yrnr.« 
thrrr has hrrn a nocrt for some .sort of action 
to help reduce the cost of hooks, which, nt the 
prescnl time, is a great drain on the average 
student's budget. 

The time has long passed when most college 
students were financially well to do. Nowadays, 
a great portion of the student body must work 
in the summer, and some work at other times 
as well, in order to make ends meet. A reduc- 
tion in the expenses would, therefore, he most 
welcome. 

Mr. Bryant proposes a "co-operative" book- 
store. With this we heartily agree. A McGill 
bookshop in any other form would, we feci, not 
be as advantageous. By "co-operative" wc 
understand two conditions for the operation of 
the proposed bookshop. Firstly, it will be 
operated wholly by students i.e. there will be 
no concession given out. Secondly, that it will 
not he operated for profit. 

The first condition is very important for 
there may he some people who think that the 
most efficient way to operate a bookshop would 
be to give the concession to some person* or group 
of people who me experienced in this line. They 
would make profits, hut these profits would be 
limited by the S.K.C, The argument, we believe, 



is highly illogical. For, if .McGill students can 
put on such things as a Red and White Review, 
a Winter Carnival, and indeed put out a daily 
newspaper, surely they arc capable of running 
a Campus bookstore. 

The second condition is that no profits nre 
to he made. This is applicable even if no con- 
cession is given out. There might be a tendency 
for the bookstore to be run for profit and not 
for the economic advantage of those who buy 
books. It might be argued that the money thus 
received would benefit the students, anyways, 
since it would all go into the S.E.C. Treasury. 
Nevertheless, wc feel that for the S.E.C. to make 
money in this fashion would be a form of in- 
direct taxation and take advantage of those of 
us who have to buy more books than the others. 

Although this situation would bè better than 
the present one, it would, however, not be the 
best. What is needed is a bookshop that will 
sell books without making a profit, that is, the 
price of the books should be equal to the cost 
plus the expenses involved. 

Certain details will have to be worked nti^ 
such as the method for determining the price etc. 
but these arc minor technical difficulties which 
can be ironed out Inter. What is needed is 
action, particularly on the part of the S.E.C 
This essential nintter hns been delayed long 
enough. It is to be hoped that action will now. 
at last, be taken. - //. B.
